The average human being finds it almost 
impossible to imagine the abysmal cruelty 


and blood-lust of the Nazi. 


Not just a depraved Nazi here or there. 


But thousands, hundreds of thousands, mil- 
lions of Nazis, armed to the teeth and hun- 
gry for the thrill of murder. 


Returning correspondents from Europe 
yesterday gave us some glimpses of these in- 
sane orgies of Nazi murder. 

Mr. Joseph Gregg of the United Press re- 
veals the story of one of the wildest mas- 
satres on human record. He tells us that 
200,000 Jews in Europe—men women, chil- 

, babies—have been tortured to death 
or shot down by Hitler’s killers. 
He tells us how Nazis—young boys some 
of them, and hardened sadists—yelled with 
glee as they roamed the streets of Poland 
and the Baltic states “hunting Jews” as 
others hunt wild animals. He tells us of old 
men and young girls whipped to death, of 
entire communities forced to dig their own 
gtaves and then hurled into these graves by 
a storm of machine gun bullets. 


ly GREECE, another returning traveler 
tells, the people are dropping dead of 
sheer starvation at the rate of four or five 
an hour in the streets of Athens. The Nazis 
have looted that country with the hard-eyed 
contempt of the “superior race” dooming an 
„inferior“ people to utter extinction. 

In the occupied territories of the Soviet 
Union, the land has run red with the blood 
of tortured and murdered people. 

In Kiev, for example, and in the surround- 
ing countryside, Hitler’s killers have. been 
hanging, burning and slaying day and night.
